In the year 379, the Scots with the affihance of the 
Tri, faith Ravin.

What was by me fpoken of Gratian’s afociating Theodof- 
#s, CaLEDON applies to the Scots and Irifh. It isa lit- 
tle unfortunate to blunder thus in the beginning, and to 
ftumble at the very firit ttep. : 

Uf Fergus fettled the firft Colony of Scots in Britain a- 
bout the year 500, this muff at once fink no le/s than eight 
bundred years of the Scotifh Antiquity. By rejeét- 
ing the ftory of Tubal the fon of Japhet, and of Meli- 
cola the 24th king of Spain from him, who is faid to 
have reigned there the very year after the deft:u€tion of 
Troy, the Spaniards fink above two thoujand ycars of 
Spanifob Antiquity. By rejecting the ftory of Brutus, 
the Britons fink above one thoufand years of Britilb An- 

tiquity. By rejeting the ftory of Francio, who led the 
Fraks from Troy about the time that /Eneas went for 
Italy, the French fink more of their Antiquity. And yet 
the learned Hiftorians of thefe countries, without the 
leaft inconvenience or difadvantage, have given up thefe 
popular Fables; and if our neighbours in North Britain 
would in like manner reform their Hiftory, which Innes 
has indeed attempted, I conceive it would be very much 
to their honour. 

By the fame breath you (weep off forty jovereign indzpen- 
dant kings of Scotland. In the paragraph above 
Carevon owns, that Fergus II. was their fortieth fing, 
and rey ged only thirty nine could precede him. 
The Scotith Hiftorians are not agreed about the number 
of the kings of the firft fucceflion. Fordon and E/phin- 
fiom reckon 45, Boethius and Buchanan 40, Fobn Major 
but 5, according to Stil/ingfleet. Fordon, the moft an- 
clent of their Hiftorians, could find no Hiltory of this 
fucceffion ; no more could Elphinfton, tho’ he fearched 
the whole nation, and particularly Iona or Icolmkill for 
ancient writings.

kings of Britain? But before we dilmi(s fo many 
Scotith princes, it may be proper to hear what their ad- 
vocate Rapin has to fay in their defence. * The diffe- 
* rence of eight hundred years, fays he, is fo confidera- 
‘ ble, that one can hardly think the Scots fhould be fo 
* much miflaken,. Is it poflible, the forty kings, that 
‘ are pretended to fit on the throne of Scotland, from 
¢ Fergus I. to. Coran, who reigned in the year of Chrilt 
* 501, were imaginary kings only ?? To fhew the weak- 
nets of thefe arguments, I need: only apply them to the 
Britifh Hiftory. A thoufand years is fo confiderable a time, 
that one can hardly think the Britons feould be Jo muc® mi- 
taken, Is it pojible, that fixty eight sings, that are pre- 
tended to fit on the throne of Britain, from Brutus ¢o Caffi- 
belan, who reigned when Julius Celar invaded Britain, 
were imaginary kings only? And yet the beft Englifh 
writers, and Rapow himfelt allow, that the Britons have 
been fo much miftaken, and that their /fixty eight kings 
that reigned before the coming of the Romans were 
only imaginary. ; 

To cut off forty kings of Scotland is a terrible piece of 
lele majehy. —— Crimenlaj@e majeflatis can be commit- 
ted only againit living kings, aud only by their own fub- 
jeéts. But Carepon extends it to a fucceffion of kings, 
whom he acknowledges have been long fince dead, and 
others believe never exifted. ‘I'he only proof CaLepon 
can bring, that there ever were fuch kings is tradicion ; 
but fo very remote and fo very uncertain tradition is not 
a fufficient authority to be relied on. 

The greatne/s of their aftions bas made their memory 
immortal, ———e Their great aéions were never heard 
of before the year 1526. Fordon, Major, E/phinfton, the 
moft ancient Scotifh Hiitorians, were unacquainted with 
them. And it has been long tufpeled, that they were 
forg’d by Boetbius and a Piyfician of Aberdeen, who 
have vended aimolt as many idle tales as our Geoffrey of 
Monmouth. 

Antiquity gives rife to precedency. I fuppofe Ca 
LEDON means undifputed <Axtiguity, founded on authen- 
tick Hiitory, or genuine records. In the councils of 
Pifa, Conitance and Bafil, the Englith ambaffidors claim- 
ed precedency of thofe of France and Spain, upon the ac- 
count of Jufeph of Arimathea’s coming to Glaffenbury. 
But {uch pretenfions would be ridiculous at this day, 
now the Hiftory of the church is generally better under- 
ftood. ; 

Ravin, a mere franger, does juftice to the Scotilb An- 
tiguity. At the fame time Rapin owns, this pre- 
tenfian is fo firongly contefted, that it muff not be to ea- 
fy admitted, p- vii ‘The reafon why he admitted ic, 
is ealy to be guefled at. Religion was concerned in the 
cafe 5 and fo it is no wonder, that being a Presbyterian 
himfelf, he took that fide of the queition, that favoured 
the Presbyterian caufe. That it was inclination, and not 
reafon, that {wayed him, appears from the weaknefs of 
his arguments above recited.
